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U.S. -ISRAEL RELATIONS STRAINED 
OVER EXTRADITION CASE OF TEENAGER

I srael i-American relations have 
been strained Further this week 
as a result of an extradition case P| 
of an American teenager accused or d ' 
murdering another teenager and 01 
fleeing to Israel. Tl 

Israel's Supreme Court on S( 
Thursday blocked the extradition of m 
Samuel Sheinbein. 18, to the United 1 
States, where he is wanted on first- n 
degree murder charges in the State 
of Maryland. American officials 
requested Sheinbein's extradition 
but Israel’s Supreme Court ruled he 
may not be extradited because he is 
a dual U.S.-lsraeli citizen and Israeli 
law prohibits extradition of its citi- 
zens. 

Sheinbein is accused of choking, 
stabbing and smashing the skull of 
Alfredo Enrique Tello, 19, and then 
dismembering his body and burning 
it. He then fled to Israel within days 
of the September 1997 crime. 

State Department officials and 
public figures in the United States 
expressed outrage over the decision 
by the Supreme Court in Jerusalem 
to block Sheinbein's extradition for 
trial in American courts. Earlier. the 
case prompted the intervention of 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright and Congress. At one point, 
Robert Livingston (R-Loulsiana), who 
chaired the House Appropriations 
Committee, threatened to block 
U.S. aid to Israel if Sheinbein was 
not extradited. 

A State Department spokesman 
told the Arab Daily chat the U.S. Is 
not happy with the Israeli decision 
and will continue pressing Israel to 
have Sheinbein extradited- and tried 
In the U.S. "We are disappointed 
that they did not see that this young 
man was an American citizen who 
committed a crime in America," he 
said. “We didn't like the connection 
they have made and from the reac- 
tions we have seen in Israel we 
don't like It either because it creates 
an atmosphere where people 
around the world who committed 
crimes can run to Israel.” 

The : State Department spokesman 
said the U.S. will be consulting with 
the Israeli government -on whether 
there ore further possibilities for 
appealing this decision. "We under 
U stand that the government of Israel 
BK intends to try. Sheinbein in Israel 
m? for the crimes he is accused of cor 
y mining in Maryland, but if the

We 
remain determined that jusrice is 
done in this case." he said. 

Many observers In the U.S. are 
puzzled by Israel's refusal to extra- 
dite an American citizen who com- 
mitted a crime on American soil. 
They point out that Sheinbein him- 
self was born and raised in America 
and that his father left Israel in 
1950. Some commentators in the 
media have invoked the case of 


Jonathan Pollard - the U.S. intelli- 
gence official who was convicted of 
spying for Israel and whom the 
Israeli government wants to see par- 
doned. They raised the question of 
a “double standard" in Israel. 
Similar comments were made 
regarding the demand of Jewish 
organizations that the administra- 
tion pressure the Palestinian 
Authority to extradite Palestinians 
suspected of murdering American 
citizens. 


Stale of Maryland officials said 
they are "deeply disappointed" with 
the Israeli decision because they 
have no further recourse or more 
appeals open to them. Stale attor- 
ney Douglas Gansler told reporters 
it was “not fair" that an American 
who had committed a rcpieliensihk* 
crime in the United States should lie 
tried in Israel. He said he would ask 
Secretary of State Albright and 
Attorney General Janet Reno lo 
intervene in the affair.

“If we have to strike, we will. There 
is no doubt about this. We will defi- 
nitely stand up for our rights," he 
added. 

He reiterated the union's position 
saying char solving this issue with the 
Ministry of Labor is the first step 
towards reaching to a just agreement 
that ensures the employees’ rights. 

He noted that all procedures will be 
legal, and if members do go on strike, 
they "will make sure to abide by the 
law." 

Bank directors however, had differ- 
ent views regarding the strike. 

Director General of the Arab Bank, 
Abdel Majid Shoman said that "we 
have not replied to the memorandum," 
but declined to give further details:

The two sides also discussed economic ties and 
prospects of cooperation in the fields of labor 


exchange, investment, transport and tourism. The 
two ministers agreed to reactivate the work of a 
joint committee and to reinforce former bilateral 
agreements. 

'Hie two sides issued a joint statement in which 
they expressed determination to "bolster the unity 
of the Arab fold" and committed to building Arab 
ties on the basis ol respecting the sovereignty and 
independence or each country...and not resorting 
tn force to resolve Arab-Arab disputes. 

Jordan’s embassy was closed in 1991 when 
Kuwait froze relations because of Jordan's support 
lor Baghdad during the Gulf crisis. 

Khatib will hoist the Jordanian flag in a 
makeshift headquarters at a horel in Kuwait City as 
the Embassy buildings have fallen into disrepair 
after eight years ol neglect.. 

According to Jordanian officials, a Jordanian 
charge d'affaires to Kuwait would also be named, 
with an ambassador to be appointed at a later 
date. Ties between the two countries began to 
improve a year ago and three senior Kuwaiti offi- 
cials visited Jordan this year, most notably the 
Crown Prince and Prime Minister. Sheikh Saadah 
Abdullah nl-Sabah, for King Hussein's funeral.

Same applies to government 
employees who find their salaries not enough to make ends meet. 

Even when not engaged in chasing a dinar, after all these years of 
a laid-back afternoon, people don't see the extra hours a day as a perk 
of the job, but as n light that is being taken away from them. 

Mind you die obvious: wiiat happens to the children if their week- 
end comes on a different day than die parents? 

The element of change also plays a role on diose in the private sec- 
tor.

There are more possibilities for why the concept is so unpopular, 
but one is strikingly historical: the fact that the two-day weekend, in 
concept, was suggested by the government. 

The lack of tmst between the people and government in Jordan is 
part of the culture, so much so, had the government wanted to imple- 
ment a rwo-day weekend by the people's din ice, the cabinet should 
have opposed it with a vengeance! 

Meanwhile, I would love a weekly two-day stretch on lire couch m 
home. Belter yet. a family style activity in support of local tourism. But 
who can afford either? Not one journalist I know.

TVie Arab®' Daily — The Ministry of Education has at last 
spelled out Its position regarding a number of lingering issues, 
sensitive in nature. The issues touch on the promotion of 
teachers and ministry staff, changes to the curricula and teach- 
ers' ranks, among others. 

At a press conference on Monday, Secretary General of .the 
Ministry of Education, Izzat Jaradat stated that the Ministry 
will soon announce the lists of employees nominated for the 
exceptional promotion for this year. Most of the 7000 officials 
enlisted are teachers, while the rest are supervisors and admin- 
istrators. 

"The Ministry used the civil service system as a reference in 
setting criteria for promotion. Evaluation of Performance 
Reports, qualifications and seniority are some of the guidelines 
we followed," he said, adding that "the Ministry has abided by 
transparency in setting these standards to ensure the full 
rights of employers.” 

Jaradat also discussed the principle of" one curriculum in 
different books'* saying that the Ministry will leave the door 
open for institutions and individuals to write school books. 
"Suggested textbooks must be submitted to the Council of 
Education in order to ensure their conformity with the cur- 
riculum's objectives," he said. 

However, the Ministry will persist its role in composing 
school books, according to the official. 

Jaradat explained that the reason behind the decision is to 
promote competition a matter which gives teachers and stu- 
dents the opportunity to use more than one book. 

To give more independence to schools and create an atmos- . 
phere of healthy competitiveness, the Secretary General said 
that the Ministry will apply a ranking system for teachers. 
"This would secure chances for advancement among teach- 
ers," he said. 

In a move to solve the dilemma of nationwide weak perfor- 
mance in English, the official said that the Council of Education 
will consider the possibility of teaching English language for 
grades 1-4. Furthermore, the Ministry is considering the intro- 
duction of French at a larger scale. 

"French language will be part of the Thwjlhl general exams 
starting the year 1999, when 20 students from the literary, 
stream will sit for the test the first 11106."

SEOUL (AFP) — North Korea on Tuesday blasted US Piesident Bill 
Clinton, accusing him oF warmongering and warning it would take 
whatever action necessary to repel US “aggression”. 

In a speech last week Clinton called For a dose alliance with South 
Korea and Japan, saying the United States would renew its commit- 
ment to deter aggression on the Korean peninsula. 

“His utterances are nothing but a sophism to justify the intensified 
ami-DPRK (North Korea) war moves and dominationist design or die 
United States," said the Koreqn Central News Agency (KCNA) moni- 
tored in Seoul.

CHARLES MANSON 
TO TEACH POLITICAL SCIENCE 

WICHITA (AP) — Students at Newman University will get some input 
about the U.S. legal system this fall from one of the nation’s most infa- 
mous mass murderers: Charles Manson. Robert Beattie, who teaches polit- 
ical sdence, asked for Manson's help in re-staging die trial in which he was 
found guilty of the bloody 1 969 killings of actress Sharon Tate aftd six oth- 
ers in Los Angeles. “I wrote him several weeks ago, telling him what 1 
planned to do in rhe class, but never expected to get a reply," Beattie said 
Monday. 

"He's probably the most famous or most notorious prisoner on the 
planet." Yfct Manson wrote back from the maximum-security California 
State Prison at Corcoran. California, and agreed. On Jan. 22, ho gave 
Beattie a 45-minute interview that Newman students- will use as evidence, 
“I have 50 years oF experience in incarceration," Manson told Beattie in a 
taped conversation. "I pretty mudi have a leg up on die law from an 
underworld perspective. " Tine and four friends were butchered at her 
estate on Aug. 9, 1 969. and the following night, Leno and Rosemary La 
Branca were stabbed to death at their home. Both crime scenes were 
marked by bloody scrawl ings or messages that prosecutors said was an 
effort to start a race war. Manson and three of his followers were con- 
victed and sentenced to death. The sentences were changed to life in 
prison In 1972 when a U.S. Supreme Court decision temporarily 
ended capital punishment.

Professor Klaus Peter Kisker from the Free University of Berlin 
gave a lecture yesterday at the University of Jordan on this mat- 
ter. He discussed firstly the effects of integration in Europe. He 
said that currency union in Europe raised a problem in that it 
rendered the economically poor countries defenseless against 
the competition of the richer ones in the European market, 
“which caused the gap between poor and rich countries in 
Europe to grow." 

Regarding unemployment and over capacity of production in 
Europe. Kisker said “Europe is trying to solve this problem in 
two ways: lowering its loans to Asia, and cutting down on 
imports from Asia. Consequently, Middle East countries should 
take precautions to defend their economy against such deci- 
sions." 

Kisker then turned to globalization, saying that it is "a must" 
for Arab countries. However, they do have a choice in regulating 
Its effects by adapting it to their countries' economic needs and 
capacities, by measures of regional integration, saying that "the 
Arab market should unite to form a force that international 
investors would have to take into account and accept its 
demands and conditions." 

He concluded by saying that the Arab countries should choose 
only investments that could benefit their socioeconomic state, 
"not every foreign investment is a good investment for the 
region," he said — The Arab Daily.

Here are some tips you should keep handy 

: . sharpen pencils with a pencil sharpener designed especially for eye color pencils. Never 
use the same sharpener you use for lead pencils. 

If your tip is too soft to sharpen, put the pencil in the freezer for 10 minutes. 

An eye pencil should never be sharpened to too sharp a point, it could be dangerous. 
Keep the tip slightly blunt. The line will go on more smoothly.

ENZYME WITH 
AN ATTITUDE 



L ipoprotein lipase (LPL) 
is one of hundreds of 
enzymes produced by 
the body. Its job is to take 
fat from blood and bring it 
to body tissue and it's 
found mostly In four areas: 
fat cells, skeletal muscle 
cells, the heart and the 
breasts. 

Although the LPL in each 
area is the same enzyme, 
the body uses it differently. 
When you eat a meal, gen- 
erally the LPL in the fat cells 
is activated. It extracts some 
of the fat from the blood- 
stream and stores it in the 
fat cells. Without LPL. we 
would be unable to store 
fat. which we need for energy. 

The LPL found in the mus- 
cles and heart is activated 
by exercise. When you go 
for a long run or hike, the 
LPL of the muscle ceils begins 
to rake fat from the blood- 
stream. It’s used right away 
within the muscles to cre- 
ate fuel for energy, rather 
than being stored as fat tis- 
sue for later use. 

Pregnancy will trigger the 
LPL of the mammary glands 
to stock up on fat, to pro- 
vide the rich nutrients a 


baby needs for healthy growth. 

When you go on a diet to 
lose weight, fat is gradually 
removed from the fat cells 
to fuel the rest of the body. 
That's why it's there in the 
First place, to sustain you 
during times of little or no 
(bod. Unfortunately for dieters, 
the body makes every efforr 
to replenish fat stores as 
soon as possible. It does 
this by increasing LPL levels 
and keeping the LPL of the 
far cells extra active. The 
faster the weight' loss, the 
more active the LPL becomes. 

Therefore, if you’ve expe- 
rienced rapid weight loss, 
you may store fat more effi- 
ciently than a noil-dieter 
and gain weight more quickly, 
even though your fat intake 
and exercise program are 
the same. 

Heredity is important. The 
activity level of the LPL in 
your fat cells is related to 
the genetic message given 
to you by your parents and 
there’s evidence that if they 
tended to store fat, you will 
too.

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FATTENING FAMILIESl 


P sychologists who study 
weight gain in children 
have found that rates of 
obesity tend to be lowest in 
families where the lines of 
communication are open and 
honest between parents and 
kids. 

In fact, family cohesiveness 
seems to be a more reliable 
criterion than. diet or exercise 
m predicting childhood 
weight. Since the unity of the 
family is so important in keep- 
ing kids at a healthy weight. 


it’s not surprising that young 
people gain weight when 
faced with a divorce or death 
in the family. Often children 
from abusive families comfort 
themselves with food in order 
to forget their problems. 

There appear to be rwo typ- 
ical family patterns that cause 
children to overeat. In one 
pattern, the child is 
overindulged. Tills often hap- 
pens if the parents are 
estranged and one parent 
relies on the child for intima- 


cy and companionship that 
would otherwise come from 
the marriage. 

It gives the child too much 
control in the family which is 
both confusing and threaten- 
ing. When a child is required 
to play adult the feeling of 
security and confidence is lost 
making the child a seeker of 
food to calm his distress. 

The second pattern that 
causes overeating involves 
emotional neglect. The par- 
ents may ignore the child or 


simply fail to notice when he 
is distressed or unhappy and 
they set few limits. 

A child can be caught in 
both patterns. This often hap- 
pens in divorced families, 
when one parent becomes 
overly dependent on the child 
for emotional support while 
the other parent emotionally 
disowns him. 

The solution for such a 
child is not to put him on a 
diet. Even teaching the child 
to eat low-fat foods and take 


up sports are secondary to 
providing him with the nur- 
turing that he needs. The 
child's weight problem will 
improve once he’s returned to 
his appropriate role and 
receives the love, trust and 
communication he rightfully 
deserves from his parents. 

However, if a child suddenly 
loses too much weight or 
rapidly gains it, consultation 
of a physician is much advised.

Link 


R ed meat has come to be 
regarded as a dietary 
disaster, but in trimming 
it from your diet you lose an 
excellent source of iron and 
risk iron-deficiency anemia. 

A large quantity of red meat 
contains an excess of fat and 
cholesterol, but a four-ounce 
cut of lean meat, with all the 
fat trimmed, is a good ingredi- 
ent in a healthy diet. It con-, 
tains' only slightly more cho- 
lesterol (80 milligrams) than a 
four-ounce piece of chicken (70 
milligrams). 

Those who forgo red meat 
entirely, without adding replace- 
ment sources of iron, can suffer 
fatigue, a symptom of anemia. 

Women, particularly, have a 
high iron requirement because 
of iron loss during menstrua- 
tion. Women runners, especial- 
ly, have a higher tendency 


toward anemia than other atli 


letes. 

Our bodies could not func- 
tion without iron. It is a vital 
component of hemoglobin, the 
protein of red blood cells. The 
body draws on its stores of extra 
iron to make hemoglobin in new 
red blood cells. 

Hemoglobin in our red blood 
cells rakes on oxygen in the lungs 
and distributes it throughout the 
body. After releasing oxygen, the 
red blood cells pick up carbon 
dioxide and bring it back to the 
lungs to be exhaled. 

Since our bodies store iron, 
anemia wouldn’t occur 
overnight, even if we were to 
somehow stop consuming iron 
altogether. But, we all must be 
aware that if meat is not on 
our menu then some replace- 
ment has to take place.

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SONY CHALLENGES INTEL, MS WITH NEW 128 BIT CHIPi 

'THREE TIMES AS FAST AS P3 AND 
15 TIMES MORE POWERFUL THAN PV 


TOKYO (AFP) — Sony 
Corporation unveiled its latest 
PlayStation game console with a 
powerful new microchip on 
Tuesday, warning that it will be a 
"major challenge’ 1 to giants 
Microsoft Corp. and Intel Corp. 

"The next generation of 
PlayStation will bring the open- 
of a new era for computer 
entertainment," said Sony presi- 
dent Nobuyuki Idei. 

“It surpasses the mere game 
machine, It is something totally 
new," he told reporters at a tech- 
nical meeting with software 
developers. 

More than 50 million 
PlayStations have been sold 
across the world, since the unit 
was launched in late 1984. 

Replacement of the console is 
a crucial strategic step for Sony, 
not least because the game now 


brings in more profits than its 
original audiovisual operations. 

H lt will become one or the 
major pillars for Sony,” said the 
electronics giant chief, and “a 
major challenge to the domi- 
nance of Intel-Microsofl on the 
computing industry.” 

After entering the market bat- 
tle wed behind Its rivals 
Nintendo Co. Ltd. and Sega 
Enterprises Ltd., the Japanese 
firm took two years to sell its 
first 10 million consoles but just 
four months to sell the last 10 
million. 

The second-generation 
Playstation will be introduced in 
Japan this winter, and in the rest 
of the world In the second half of 
2000, said Sony Computer 
Entertainment executive vice 
president Ken Kutagari. 

The computing power is deliv-

The CPU — the brain of a com- 
puter — "will be three times as 
powerful as the Pentium III. and 
15 times more powerful than 
Pentium 11," said the Sony 
Computer Entertainment official. 

“It will enable massive 3D cal- 
culations at a very fast speed.” he 
said, and it will enjoy power 
comparable to the latest graph- 
ics workstation.

US MAY DRAW UP YEAR 
2000 BUG BLACKLIST 


MANILA (AFP) — A US expert on 
Tuesday sought to allay doomsday 
fears over die millennium comput- 
er bug, oiling out global recession 
and accidental nudear missile 
launches. 

But John Koskinen, chairman of 
US Presklent Bill Clinton's council 
on die year 2000 conversion, told 
an International Y2K meeting here 
tliere would be problems In some 
countries that are not yet fully pre- 
pared to fight the glitdi. 

The US State department will 
warn US dtizens about the risk of 
travelling to countries found to be 
vulnerable to the millennium bug, 
. he added. 

Nations and companies around 
the world are upgrading older-gen- 
e ration computer systems which 
identify years by the last two digits 
only. 

Those that are not upgraded 
may be unable to distinguish 
between the years 2000 and 1900, 
leading to disruption as computer 
systems running power plants, 
banks, medical services and air trav- 
el break down wlien the new mil- 
lennium dawns. 

Koskinen said the US State 
Department, US airlines and banks 
wilt Issue lists of unprepared coun- 
tries of companies. "We may advise 
... that It Is unsafe to fly to 3 partic- 
ular country," he added . 

He warned that countries' reluc- 


tance to dlsdose their state of 
readiness for Y2K could lead to 
assumptions that these countries 
are “having more trouble" than pre- 
sumed. 

One - of file biggest fears Is of in 
accidental ballistic missile launch. 
But Koskinen ruled this out, saying: 
“Missiles do not fire without human 
Intervention." 

The real concern was that early 
warning systems may crash and 
radar screens would go blank, caus- 
ing defense personnel's “level of 
anxiety" to rise, lie told the confer- 
ence. 

Koskinen said Russia and the 
United States will coordinate action 
on defense systems to avoid confu- 
sion. . 

The US expert also ruled out 
global recession, saying the United 
States, Canada and Mexico, were 
already doing “reasonably well" in 
making adjustments. 

Y2K experts at the three-day con- 
ference on minimizing the effects 
of the millennium bug I rave warned 
that remedial measures could cost 
between 300 and 600 billion dollars 
and litigation costs could run up to 
$700 billion. 

Tl>e "lower range" for the cost of . 
remedial measures would be more 
realistic, Koskinen said, adding that 
the US Congress 3s preparing a bill 
bo limit the legal liability of compa- 
nies sued oVer the millennium bug 


problem, provided they showed 
that they have taken "reasonable 
action." 

The top 500 US companies 
would spend about $50 billion on 
Y2K measures while tire federal 
government would spend between 
seven and eight billion dollars, he 
added. 

Michael Fletcher, chief executive 
officer of Hlghspln Corp., a 
Canadian consultancy, said he had 
noticed that "English-speaking 
countries areddng much better" In 
addressing the problem. 

Countries such as tire United 
States, Canada, New Zealand and 
Britain were alread partly because 
so much software was written In 
English, said Fletcher. 

He said die Philippines, 
Singapore, Denmark and the 
Netherlands were all doing well but 
warned this was not due of all 
developed European countries. 
Focussing on the launch of the euro 
currency had distracted Europeans. 

Fletcher warned that while there 
had been great attention to power, 
transport and financial systems, 
there had been less attention to 
customs and exit . procedures, 
which could be severely affected, 
hampering trade,

facturers and software devel- 
opers hope to make linking 
digital gizmos to computer 
networks as easy as plugging 
a telephone into a wall. 

"Each one of these applica- 
tions had its own Industry 
and working group and stan- 
dard," said Eric Brown, an 
industry analyst with' 
Forrester Research, based in 
Boston. "It's becoming dear 
there’s an opportunity to con- 
nect everything to every- 
thing."

Refinements in the 
technology might even enable a 
car windshield to double as a 
stereo speaker. 

“You can let your imagination 
mn wild. You don't have to dunk of 
these oblong boxes," said Jon 
Vizor, NXT's marketing director. 

NXT predicts that the first prod- 
ucts containing transparent speak- 
ers could tut the market within 18 
months. They are likely to be lap- 
tops, televisions and home-theater 
systems.

NXT used similar technology to 
develop an opaque speaker panel 
two years ago. Some 90 firms, 
from NEC Corp. in Japan to Philips 
Electronics NV in the Netherlands, 
have paid for licenses to that tech- 
nology. 

Opaque panels are already avail- 
able on a wide array of electronics 
goads, including personal comput- 
ers and portable CD players. U.S. 
audio companies licensed for the 
technology include Harman 
International Industries Inc., maker 
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of JBL and Infinity speakers, and 
Alpine Electronics Research Inc. 

Wharfedale International Ltd. a 
firm based 100 kilometers north of 
London in Huntingdon, uses NXT's 
technology to make an opaque 
speaker camouflaged as a ceiling 
tile. 

It also markets a speaker 
designed as a framed picture, for 
use in homes, hotels or restau- 
rants. Customers can paint or dec 1 
orate the white speaker panel 
however they like. 

As for transparent speakers. 
Vizor says the technology for them 
is still so new that NXT has yet to 
start selling licenses for it. 

Peerless Fabrikkeme A/S, a 
Danish company that makes the 
exciters for speakers using NXT’s 
technology, is trying to develop its 
own type or transparent speakers. 

Company president Nils Erik 
Ktistensen, speaking from 
Copenhagen, acknowledged NXT s 
lead in the see-through technology 
race. But he suggested that com- 
petition in transparent speakers 
may not be far oft. 

“It’s certainly something tliat a ■ 
lot or companies are looking at" 
he said.

Now 53, she retains die same provocative personali- 
ty which won her a spiky sex symbol image long before 
the likes of Madonna.

The 90s-era Blondie is based around the founders of 
tiie original New York group, Harry and Cluis Stein. 

Between them, the band docked up five number 
ones between early 1979 and late 1980: “Heart of 
Glass," "Sunday Girl," ‘Atomic," "Call Me" and “The Tide 
is High.”

U.S. PANEL HITS HARD 
FOR IOC REFORM 


NEW YORK (R) — Saying "the Olympic flame 
must burn clean once again," a special U.S. 
panel on Monday condemned bribery in the 
awarding of the games and said the Olympic 
movement should be reformed from top to 
bottom. 

The panel’s head, former U.S. Sen. George 
Mitchell, recommended that the governing 
International Olympic Committee (IOC) 

' become a more open and accountable body, 
'with respect to its structure, finances and the 
way members are elected. 

The group of lawyers, consultants and a 
union negotiator, was established by the 
United States Olympic Committee (USOC) in 
December following allegations that bribes 
helped bring the 2002 Winter Games to Salt 
Lake City, Utah. It was charged with looking at 
the circumstances surrounding the Salt Lake 
City bid that has led to expulsions and resig- 
nations from the IOC and among Salt Lake 
organizers. 

"The IOC must be reformed. For too long, it 
has tolerated the culture of improper gift giv- 
ing, which affected every city bidding for the 
Olympic Games," the report said. 

The panel also recommended changes for 
future U.S. bid cities but it did not make any 
further revelations of alleged wrongdoing by 
members of the IOC. Mitchell's panel was the 
latest to report on the scandal. 

On Feb. 9 an ethics committee in Salt Lake 
City said local officials trying to lure the 2002 
games to Utah spent thousands of dollars on 
Super Bowl trips, kitchen appliances, a violin 
and cash far IOC officials. The IOC is also 
^investigating Its members and criminal probes 


are also underway. 

Mitchell said that while it was wrong for Salt 
Lake City organizing committee officials to 
give money and gifts to IOC members and 
their families to influence voting, "they did 
not invent this culture; (hey joined one that 
was already flourishing." 

In reaction to the report, officially called 
“The Special Bid Oversight Commission," the 
Salt Lake Organizing Committee said: ‘‘We also 
hope the American cities that bid for the 2012 
Games and beyond benefit from these recom- 
mendations as well." 

In a short statement from its headquarters 
in Colorado Springs, Colo., the USOC thanked 
Mitchell for the work of the commission. "We 
are certain that future Olympics will be better 
for their hard work and dedication," the USOC 
said. 

Some 23 out of the 115 IOC members have 
been either expelled, warned; resigned or are 
under investigation or implicated in the four- 
month-long corruption scandal that has 
become one of the biggest In Olympic history. 

“The Olympic flame must burn clean once 
again," Mitchell said at a news conference in 
New York. 

He said the intense competition to hold the 
Winter and Summer Games and the billions of 
dollars of business that result from the 
Olympics led to the corruption in the Sait Lake 
City award and at other host cities. 

“We concluded that the responsibility for 
the improper conduct exists at the local, 
national and international level," Mitchell said. 
“We further concluded that to be effective, 
reform would have to occur at all levels.” 


The reforms recommended by the five-mem- 
ber group include a ban on bid cities giving 
gifts and expenses to members of the USOC or 
the IOC. It also suggested that the USOC 
strengthen its oversight of the site selection 
process. 

The panel suggested that IOC membership 
be elected by organizations for the country of 
which they are citizens; that athlere members 
be chosen by athletes and that members of the 
public also be elected. The IOC’s finances 
should be audited by an independent firm and 
results disclosed publicly. 

"Appropriate gift giving rules, and strict 
travel and expense rules should be adopted 
and vigorously enforced," the report said. 

Mitchell said that the resignation of IOC 
President Juan Antonio Samaranch and other 
executives of the committee would not neces- 
sarily help the process of reform. Media 
around the world have called on the 78-year- 
oid Samaranch to take responsibility for the 
scandal and resign after almost two decades at 
the head of the organization. 

"We believe that the emphasis should be on 
changing the system, not on any individual." 

Mitchell told reporters.
